Alte, Malte, Nov, 25—One of the 
Worst marine disasters in this vicinity 
in vears occurred today, when the 
British steamer Sardinia burned like 
# tinder box in the harbor and over 
a hundred persons aboard lost their 


lives. The holocaust wes attended by 
terribly dramatic incidents. 

It was witnessed by thousands of 
persons on shore, who were forced to 


stand and see their fellow-beings burn- 


ing to death without means to aid 
them. Even rescuers in boats and 
launches could not get to the side of 
the doomed vessel in time to prevent 
u terrible losa of life, 

Ceptain Chas. Littler, of the Sar- 


dinia, stuek to his post until further 
efforts at fighting the flames were usc- 
less, and perished at the helm trying 
to guide the flaming eraft to the shou 
weter,

The Sardinia was bouhd frou Liver- 
poo! to Alexendria. She carried a 
crow ot 44 Englishmen, 17 English pas- 
sengers and ovr 200 Arab passengers.

HEAVY LAND BURDENS 


New Irish Land Bill Will Require 
£908,000,000 to Relieve Land Hun- 
ger—Imperisl Exchequer to As- 
sume Loss Octasioned by Issue of 
3 Per Cent Debentures to Raise 
Monvy. 


London, Nov. 2.—Another  Lrish 
land bill to facilitate the carrying out 
of the previous land purchase act was 
ifttroduced in the House of Commons 
ly Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell. 
The chief secretary said he found that 
the estimate of £500,005,000 made by 
one of his predecessors, George Wynd- 
lam, as the amount necessary to sat- 
igfy the land hunger of the tenants, 
Was totally inadequate. Nine hun- 
dred million would be required for 
this end. 

The contemplated transfer of land 
up to October 31 represented $125.- 
000,000, which had practically «x- 
hausted the amount realized from the 
issues of land stock. Pending trans- 
actions representing $260,090,000, the 
government intended to raise the 
money ‘necessary #0 complete these 
transactions, leaving about $500,000,- 
000 to be dealt with later. 

To Issue 3 Per Cent Stock. 

The secretary then said he had pro- 
posed an issue of new three per cent 
stock, in order to carry out the pend- 
ing deals. He recognized, he contin- 
ued, that he was engaged in an ex- 
tensive policy, but he declared that 
the land purchase had worked such 
marvels in Ireland that the gevern- 
ment did not hesitate to ask of the 
House of Commons to add materially 
to the burdens of the imperial ex- 
Ghequer, which he proposed, should 
assume liabilities for the entire loss 
evcasioned by the issue of the. stock 

elow pur. This loss would total 

$,300,000 a year, which he proposed 
ve imperial exchequer should lift 
om the shoulders of the Irish rate 
ayers 

Acquire Grazing Lands. 

The chief secretary said the govern- 
ment proposed to ask for power to 
aequire the uncultivated grazing lands 
of the west of Ireland, which had 
been such a bone of contention, and 
which inad led to such 'awlessness in 
recent years. He said that about half 
the agricultural land in Ireland had 
already passed or was in the course 
of passing from landlord to tenant, 
and that to arrest progress in this « i- 
rection would be an economic and po- 
Gitical blunder of the first magnitude. 

Irish in Favor of It, 

John Redmond, the Nationalist 
leader, followed Mr. Birrill, and said 
the bill was a bold and far reaching 
faeasure. The reform it stood for, 1e 
declared, Was largely in’ aceordince 
withthe popular sentiment in Ire- 
land.

Ottawa, Nov. 26—There was_a fur- 
ther improvement in industia!l and la- 
bor oonditions during Odtober ac- 
cording to the November issuc of the 
Labor Gazette. Generally speaking. 
the oathook i¢ for « steady improve- 
rent i trade #nd general industry. 
Manufactaring though more active 
than in September, was characterized 
by caution, Lumbering remained 
dull and coal mining is less active 
than in September. In the cities the 
general labor market was well appli- 
ed. There was a marked activity in 
railway construction, There were 
only four laver disputes during the 
month, a decrease of 18, as compared 
with October, 1907, Three were settled, 
The number of employees affected 
was 8,512, and the loss of working 
days $7,880. During the month ine 
dustrial accidents occurred to 241 
work people, 79 of which were fatal

Heiti Insurrectionists _Vigorously

Port au Prince, Nov. 256.—The report 
that General Leconte, Haitian minis- 
ter of interior, had been killed at Jer- 
emie, was confirmed today. He hav 
taken the field against the rebels and 
ordered a number of executions for 
treason, Leconte was taken prisoner 
by the rebel band and shot to death. 
General Tanerede Auguste has been 
named minister of interior in sucees- 
sion of Leconte. 

The revolution is progressing rapid- 
ly. General Celestin, minister of war, 
has sent in a demand for disciplined 
troops. He explains that the new “e- 
cruits, will not stand against the fire

In New Jersey Town—Seven Shot

New York, Nov, 26—The little vil- 
lage of Keasby, N.J., was in the grasp 
of 1,000 rioting, maddened = strikers 
fvom the various fire proofing plants 
on vither side of the Raritan river to- 
day. The strikers overflowed into 
the city of Perth, Amboy adjoining. 
Seven strikers were shot down and 
two of them seriously wounded in 
the morning in a pitched battle with 
deputy sh riffs in which the mob out- 
numbered the officers 50 to 1. Toe 
night the rioters are within doors, 
while the only sound that breaks the 
quiet if the neasured tread of the 
soldiers patrolling the street. Six 
commanies ‘oi the Second regiment 
of New Jersey which were ordered 
out by the governor of the fort, are en- 
camped at the plant of the National 
Fireproofing company in Keasoy.
